Of This, $53,745. Is Accounted 
for—Dealer’s Holding 
Auctioned. 


On the heels of an auction of real es- 
tate holdings of the late Sylvester J. 
Fisher, often called “Dean of Realty 
Row,” C. J. Robinson, his administra- 
tor, filed in the Probate Court Thurs- 
day an account of Fisher’s manage- 
ment of the Mary C. Parker estate. 

This settlement shows that while the 


Parker estate bas a face value of $9,- 
236.10, Fisher was short in his accounts 
approximately $40,000. The administra- 
tor accounts for $53,715.30 of the assets 
of the estate, but reports that $36,621.42 
are unaccounted for. 
Troll Asks $4000 More. 
Besides these, Harry G. Troll, Pub- 
lic ‘Administrator, who took formal 
charge of the Parker estate after 
Fisher’s death, filed exceptions, 
marked affirmed in the records, to 
an aggregate sum of close to $4000 
in addition to the $36,621.62 which, 
he says, should be charged against 
Fisher’s estate and due to the Par- 
ker estate. 
The auction of Fisher’s real estate 
holdings took place in the Real, Es- 
tate Exchange Wednesday, when 62 
pieces of property were sold. 
Robinson found not only that some 
valuable notes were missing but that 
others had been hypothecated at a bank 
to secure personal loans to Fisher. 

Fisher took formal charge of the Mary 
Cc, Parker estate Oct. 16, 1909. He gave a 
$10,000 bond, which was signed by Thom- 
as Dunn, Gustave A. Niemann,-Charies 
“B. Massen, Fisher’s bookkeeper, and N. 
Lambe. When it became apparent that 
there would be a heavy 6&..0rtage, ar- 
rangements were made to obtain a for- 
feiture of the bond, the four sureties to 
be required to prorate the $10,000 and 
pay it. 

’’)The first inventory filed by Fisher 
Showed assets of $148,283 and the first 
annual] settlement left a balance of $100,- 
305.68 after disbursements to heirs. 

Fisher paid some of the legacies in 

full. Among them were one of $10,000 to 

—*J* Robert G. Ferguson, one of $5000 to 

ae Mary H. Little, one of $6000 to W. H. 

Ferguson and $5000 of a $7500 bequest to 
May Frances Boal Ferguson. 

Could Find None of the Cash, 

The second annual settlement, filed in 
December, 1911, showed a balance of $90,- 
836.62. Of this $12,456.62 was represented 
as cash and $77,880 in securities. Of the 
cash account, which had been reduced 
to $12,141.62 by some notes, Administrator 
Robinson could fine nothing. 

What is called in the papers the 
Pruss loan, a note for $3000, due Dec. 
18, 1911, and the Riley loan, $5400, due 
March 22, 1912, were found to have been 
pledged to the National Bank of Com- 
merce to secure two individual joans 
of Sylvester J. Fisher, one for and 
the other for $4500, due on demand. They 
were pledged together with a note of 
Sam Weinstein for $4000, owned by a 
third person. 

No trace was found of three notes, 
aggregating $13,000. One of these is de- 
scribed as the note of Grimshaw for 
$2080, due Noy. 9, 1912, one the note >f 
Baker for $6000, due May 14, 1911, the 
other the note of Becker for $5000, due 
Jan, 4, 1914. 

Robinson's statement says he made a 
diligent effort to find the cash on hand 
reported in Fisher's second annual set- 
thlement, but was unable to do so. This 
$12,466.62 had been reduced by a note to 
Sarah O’Brien for $300 and a balance 
of $15, due on another note, erroneously 
carried as cash in the settlement.

BET AGAINST T. R. 


Otto Stifel Makes Wager, but 
Does Not Offer More at 
That Price. 


CHICAGO, June 13.—Otto F. Stifel, St. 
Louis brewer, has wagered $1000 to $100 
that Col. Theodore Roosevelt will not 
be nominated for President by the Re- 
publican national convention. 

“It looks like easy money for me,” 
said Stifel today, “but of course I do 
not want to be understood as offering 
such extravagant odds. 

“I was practically forced into making 
the bet. One of my friends who is an 
ardent Roosevelt supporter asked me 
what I thought of the situation. I an- 
swered casually that I thought “ the 
chances against Roosevelt’s nomination 
was 10 to l. 

“Do you know anybody,” 
“who wants the long end.” 

“I agreed to put up $1000, and in a 
twinkling he produced the $100. 

“Since coming to Chicago,”’ contin- 
ued Stifel, “I feel more sanguine than 
ever that President Taft will be nomi- 
nated on the first ballot.’’ 


WANTS BELL LOST BY 
CITY IN THE TORNADO 


Howes Believes City Counselor 
of That Day Was Wrong in 
Letting Finder Keep It. 


Earl J. Howes, special investigator 
for Comptroller Taussig, Thursday re- 
ceived the story of the missing bell of 
No. 7 fire station, blown away by the 
tornado of May 27, 1896, by announcing 
that he will try to recover possession 
of the bell for the city. 

The bell, a big one, valued at $200, 
was in a tower over No. 7 station, at 
Eighteenth and Rutg * streets. The 
storm wrecked the st: ‘on, and after 
the storm the bell couk wot be found. 
For a long time there was much spec- 
ulation as to what had become of it, 
some persons declaring it had been 
blown into the Mississippi River. 

It was found, however, in the base- 
ment of a house next door, occupied by 
Patrolman Biehle of the city police. 
Biehle said he was going to hold it as 
recompense for damage done his prop- 
erty by debris from the fire station. 
After much wrangling, the City Coun- 
selor gave an opinion that the bell was 
flotsam and jetsam of the storm, and 
that the finder was entitled to hold it. 

Howes heard of the matter recently. 
He said Thursday he believed the City 
Counselor of that day was wrong. He 
will ask Counselor Walther for another 
opinion. The bell is supposed to be in 
Biehle’s cellar yet.

Bert-Gleason Cleared of Charge 
That He Held Up Iron Moun- 
tain Conductor in 1911. 


WOMEN CLASP H. M. WALSH 


Trainmen Identified Prisoner, 
but He Produced Affidavits in 
Support of Alibi. 


Harry M. Walsh, a lawyer, was 


seized and kissed repeatedly by two 
women Wednesday in the Municipal 
Courts Building after his client, Bert 
Gleason, had been acquitted on @ charge 
of train robbery. The women were 
Gleason’s wife avd his sister, Mrs. Hen- 
rietta Farrington. As soon as he could 
release himself, Walsh departed hastily. 

After the verdict of “not guilty’ had 
been read in Judge Rassieur’s court, 
Gleason, his attorney and his relatives 
went into the corridor... Mrs. Gleason 


kissed her husband; then she clasped 
Walsh and kissed him, and finally she 
kissed Mrs. Farrington and her hus- 
band, Charles Farrington. Mrs. Far- 
rington followed her on the same os- 
culatory round. 

At the trial, Alber: 8S. Lowrey, stew- 
ard on an Iron Mountain dining car, 
identified Gleason as thé. masked bandit 
who boarded his car at the Robert ave- 
nue station in Carondelet April 7, 1911, 
and robbed him of $40 at pistol point. 
Lowrey said the bandit’s mask fell off 
in the holdup. The identification was 
confirmed by three negro waiters. 

Gleason’s defense was that, on the 
day of the robbery, he was at work at 
the Christian Old Folks’ Home in Chi- 
cago, and affidavits substantiating this 
claim were introduced from Mrs. Helen 
M. Rathburn, matron of the institution, 
and a number of attendants. A sealed 
verdict was returned Tuesday night. 
Gleason had beén held in jafl 6ne month.

“TAFT” DELGATES 
WIN; TISFORT.R 


President’s Forces, Said to 
Favor Colonel. 





CHICAGO, June 13.—Twelve delegates 
were added to the Taft column by the 
Republican National Committee in the 
first two hours of its session: today, 
when contests from six Mississippi dis- 
tricts—the Second, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, 
Seventh and Eighth—were decided by 
viva voce votes. This completed the 
State. 

Demands for roll calls by Roosevelt 
members of the committee were ignored. 
P. W. Howard, one of the two Taft dele- 
gates seated from the Eighth District, 
is claimed by the Roosevelt forces and 
his attorneys say he will vote for the 
Celonel. ~ 

White Voters Bar Negroes. 

At the outset Deam E. Ryman, attor- 
ney for the Roosevelt contestants in 
Mississippi, said it would be shown that 
no conventions were held in these dis- 
tricts at which Taft delegates were reg- 
ularly elected. Mr. Ryman declared the 
white. voters in the districts refused to 
allow negro voters*to participate in any 
conventions. 

For the Taft fonces W. J. Latham, 
@ negro attorney, declared he had affi- 
davits denying that no notice was giv- 
en of conventions to elect delegates 
from the Second, Fourth, Sixth and 
Seventh Districts: The affidavits 
showed, he said, that a regular call 
was issued for the camventions. He de- 
nied that the Taft adherents had op- 
posed negro voters, or had declined to 
have negroes participate in the conven- 
tions. 

Om a viva voce.vote, the committee 
then voted to seat the eight Taft dele- 
gates from the districts under consid- 
eration. A chorus of ‘“‘noes’’ came from 
the Roosevelt side, but Chairman Vic- 


ried. 
Fifth Misstasippi Goes to Taft.

Granberry claimed he. was elected. on 
the first ballot and that Howard. had 
been elected on a second ballot. 
Charges of use of force and intimida- 
tion were denied by the Taft attorneys. 
After a hurried conference between 
committeemen and delegates on the 
fidor, Delegate Howard, whom = the 
Roosevelt forces claim, said there had 
been ‘‘an agreement.’’ 

Senator Borah at once denounced the 
making of any agreement on the com- 
mittee floor as an insult and an out- 
rage.”’ 

Delegate Howard said the ‘‘agree- 
ment’’ was for “peace and harmony’”’ 
and did not concern the Taft-Roosevelt 
fight.” It contemplated the seating of 
the cenree Taft delegates, with two- 
thirds of a wote each. 

The committee finally seated Crayton 
and Howard, unanimously, en motion of 
Committe@man Mosely.’

If the declaration of William Flinn 
that the Roosevelt men nominated fo 
Electors in Pennsylvania will refuse to 
vote for President Taft in the Electoral 
College, in the event of his nomination 
at Chicago, and then cast their votes 
for Theodore Roosevelt, and the state- 
ment of Gov. Glasscock that the Roose- 
velt Electors in West Virginia will do 
likewise, should be carried out, a sit- 
uation without a precedent in the Unit- 
ed States will be created. 

The Presidential Electors, constituting 


the Electoral College, are not bound 
either by state or national constitutions 
or by state or Federal statutes to vote’ 
for the party candidates nominated by : 
the national conventions. They are ab- 
solutely free agents, having the right to 
vote for whomsoever they please. If 
the Republican electors in the states 
carried by Roosevelt in the recent con- 
test should cast their votes for Roos:- 
velt, it would result in the almost cer- 
tain defeat of President Taft, even 
though he should have the same major- 
ity—166—that he had in the Electoral 
College in 1908. 
Power of the Electors. 

The Presidential Eiectors are clothed 
with full power to elect a President. 
but since 1801 they have merely regis- 
tered the will of the voters of the 
states they represented. In all of that 
time no Presidential Elector has ever 


other than the candidate of the party 
he represented. 

A bolt in the electoral college, unless 
the Democratic candidate should have 
the majority, would send the election 
of the President to the House of Rep- 
resentatives and the election of a vice- 
president to the Senate. The United 
States Constitution provides that the 
presidential electors, chosen by the peo- 
ple of each state in a manner prescribed 
by the state legislatures, shall meet in 
their respective states the first Monday 
in’ January, following the general elec- 
thon, and cast their votes for candidates 
for president and vice-president. The 
result of the vote by states is certified 
to Congress, and the returns are opened 
and read in the presence of the House 
and Senate the second Wednesday in 
February. The candidate having a ma- 
jority of all the votes is declared 
elected. 

Election in the House, 
' Here is what would happen if Taft 
should have, on the face of the returns, 
a majority in the electoral college and 
he Roosevelt electors should vote for the 
former president, thus depriving Taft of 
a majority of the entire vote: 

The election of the president would be 
referred automatically by the Constitu- 
tion to the House of Representatives. 
The present Democratic House, which 
does not end until March 4, 1913, would 
select the president. This would result 
in the almost certain election of a Dem- 
ocrat, instead of a Republican, regard- 
less of the majority of the Republicans 
in the electoral college. 

If the vice-presidency should beceme 
involved in the controversy, the present 
Senate, which is Republican, would 
choose the Vice-President, giving the 
country the extraordinary spectacie of 
having a Democratic President and a 
Republican Vice-President. 

An interesting question In the election 
of the President by the House of Rep- 
resentatives might arise. Under the 
| Constitution each state is entitled to 
but one vote, and the candidate re- 
ceiving a majority of the votes would 
be elected, ‘The question of determining 
how the vote of such states as have 
mixed representation in Congress should 
be cast might create grert confusion and 
uncertainty. Missourl has 16 members 
in Congress, Of these 13 are Democrats 
and three Republicans. There are Dem- 
eoratic and Republican members from 
almost covery statu.

There would be nothing to prevent the 
Republican Senate, which is split into 
reactionary and progressive factions, 
from choosing Taft for Vice-President, 
and in this roundabout way getting him 
into the presidential chair, despite th- 
belt of the Roosevelt electors. 
Hach state determines how its elec- 
tors shall~be nominated. The Missouri 
electors whose names will appear on 
the Republican and Democratic tickets 
hext November were nominated by the 
Democratic and NHeptiblican State con- 
ventions, In some states the electors 
are nominated by direct primary instead 
ef by convention. 

Minority Candidates Win. 
In two insiances*the candidates having 
& minority of the popular vote were 
elected president by having a majority 
in the electoral college. In 1876, Samuel 
J. Tilden had @ popular majority’ of 
250,036 vetes over Rutherford B. Hayes, 
Republican. But Hayes, under the de- 
cision of the Biectoral Commission com- 
prised of elght Republicans and seven 
Democrats, had 18 electoral votes and 
Tilden 184, 

Grover Cleveland, 1888, received 98,017 
votes more than Benjamin Harrison, 
but Harrison had 233 electoral votes and 
Cleveland 168. ‘Theodore Roosevelt, in 
1904, received the greatest popular ma- 
jority ever given to any candidate fur 
president, having 2,545,515 more votes 
than Alton B, Parker, the Democratic 
candidate. He had 3836 electoral votes, 
to 140 fer Parker.

PHILADELPHIA, June 13.—Six of the 
Republican candidates for electors from 
Philadelphia deny they will obey the 
command of Flinn, Pennsylvcnia hoss, 
and support Roosevelt in the electoral 
college, even if Taft is the nominee. 
They declare they were selected’ to sup- 
port the nominee of the regular Repub- 
lican convention at Chicago and that is 
what théy will do. 

George J, Elliott was the most em- 
phatic of the local delegates. He said: 

“Flinn must think he is a ringmaster, 
the only necessity being that he shall 
crack the whip and every delegate will 
jump through a hoop. So far as I am 
concerned I was not selected as a Roose- 
velt elector, but to vote for the choice 
of the Republican convention at Chi- 
cago, no matter upon whom that nemt- 
nation may fall. Fiinn may bolt per- 
sonally, but he cannot make the dele- 
gates to the electoral college do so.”

She Is Mrs. Marie Perou’s 
Daughter Is Upheld. 





For the fifth time a court has sus- 
tained the contention of Miss Louise 
Edna McCabe that she is the daughter 
of Mrs. Marie Johanna Perou and the 
late John T. McCabe, Mrs. Perou’s first 
husband, instead of a foster daughter, 
as Mrs. Perou asserts.

Back of all of them 
has been her contention that she is the 
daughter of Mrs. Percu. Mrs. Perou hus 
insisted that Miss McCabe was a found- 
ling obtained from ost. Ann's Hospital. 


Child’, Share. Awarded. 
The girl contended that although she 
was not mentioned in McCabe’s will 
she was entitled to a child’s share of 
his estate. She won that contention {fn 
the original suit and since then has been 
successful in ejectment suits against 
four innocent purchasers of realty bo- 
longing to the McCabe estate. Site is 19 
years old and is a stenographer. 
The suit decided Wednesday was 
against Mrs. Perou, her husband, Henry 
J. Perou, Oreon Scott, trustee; Raymond 
G. Scott and. William C. Brown. The 
Scotts are Mrs. Perou’s real estate 
agents. Brown held notes agd deeds 
of trust against the property. 

Miss McCabe charged Mrs. Perou had 
transferred property at 3503 Juniata 
street, 3501 Utah street and 3625-27-29 
Dodier street to render herself insolvent, 
so she would escape payment of the 
$1402.66 judgment against her. The Utah 
street*property was transferred to Perou 
and the other to Oreon Scott, as trus- 
tee for Brown. 


Story Called Incredible, 

Perou’s story that he had paid $2000 
of his own money for the Utah street 
property was declared incredible by 
Judge Muench, since Perou had about 
that time filed a suit in court as a poor 
person. 

The other’ transactions wouldn't 
stand, the Judge ruled, because they 
seemed to the Court to be tainted with 
usury. He referred to a contention of 
Miss McCabe that Brown took notes 
aggregating $7200 for a loan that 
amounted to $2400, 


ROBBERS OPEN SAFE

New Gang of Burglars Is at

NEW YORK, June 13—A new gang 
of safe burglars has begun operations 
in this city, according to the police, who 
are apprehensive of the next example 
of the burglars’ skill.

“My hus- 
band was good to me ever since we were 
married, 25 years ago, until Frieda, my 
youngest child, was born, seven years 
ago. Since then we have not got along 
very well. 

“We have had lots of quarrels, and 
the latter part of March my husband 
refused to eat the food I cooked for 
him. One day we talked it over and 
decided to separate. We own the house 
together. Our two oldest boys are 
working, so we decided that I should 
take Rudolph, 17; Gus, 15, and Frieda, 8, 
and live upstairs. My husband took 
Minnie, 12, and Emma, 10, to live down- 
stairs with him. 

“That way the boys support me, and 
Minnie and Emma do the cooking and 
cleaning for their father. 

“I took the gasoline stove upstairs 
and cook on it. Downstairs they have 
the gas stove and the range. I buy 
the supplies for our part of the family, 
and my husband gives Minnie money to 
buy supplies f.> them.

“We never have spoken since we di- 
vided the family except once. That was 
a weak ago Sunday. We had decided 
that each should use half of the back 
yard. He had his garden and I had 
mine. He got mad at my gardening 
methods, and swore at me at 5 o’clock 
in the morning. 
and he was in the back yard. He 
awakened all the neighbors. I had him 
arrested and he was fined $10 in police 
court. 

Has Done Washing Himeelf. 
“Until two Sundays ago I always 
helped Minnie and Emma do his wash- 


himself,’’ 
The three girls were unanimous in

END ARBITRARY 


Railroads Say Supreme Court’s 
Decision Has Taken Question 
Out of Their Hands. 


LEGISLATION REQUESTED 


Committee Wants Municipal As- 
sembly to Expand Terminal 
Facilities in St. Louis. 


» 


Following the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States ordering the 
Terminal Railroad Association and the 
proprietary lines to abolish the bridge 
arbitrary at St. Louis the Special Rate 
Adjustment Committee of the Business 
Men’s League has announced that it has 
ended negotiations with the railroads for 
the elimination of the arbitrary. 

The committee reported ‘it had fafled 
to get concessions from the railroads. 
Negotiations were discontinued May 23, 
the committee’s report stated, when 
Benjamin McKeen, chairman of the 
Railroad Committee, told the Business 
Men’s League Committee that the Su- 


ipreme Court’s decision had taken fur- 


ther consideration of the rate question 
out of the committee’s hands. 
The league committee’s report on the 


‘fabolition of the coal arbitrary was in- 


definite. It declared no dissatisfaction 
with the existing coal rate had been re- 
ported to the Traffic Bureau of the 
league. It expressed the opinion that 
the present uniform rate to all indus- 
tries on railroad tracks in St. Louis 
was preferable to a rate to East Bt. 
Louis with a mileage basis switching 
rate from there to the different 8t. 
Louis industries. 

The committee declared the passenger 
arbitrary of 30 cents from St. Louis to 
Granite City and 25 cents from 8t. Louis 
to East St. Louis should be adjusted, 
Five roads, it was stated, added the 
30 cents arbitrary for the nine-mile haul 
from Granite City to St. Louis, and 10 
roads added ‘the 25-cent charge from 
East St. Louis to St.\ Louis. The dis- 
tance between Relay Station and Union 
Station is three miles, the rate for the 
haul being 8 cents a mile. 

Both the coal and passenger rates 
should be referred to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for adjustment, 
the committee declared. The commit- 
tee criticised certain drayage transfer 
allowances between East St. Louis and 
St. Louis, and expressed the opinion that 
legislation for the expansion of terrhi- 
nal facilities in St. Louis should be 
enacted by the Municipal Assembly.

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KANSAS DRUG STORES 
PROTECTED BY LAW 


Court Upholds Statute Prohibit- 
ing Other Merchants From 


Selling Drugs. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 13.—When the 
—gislature two years ago passed a law 
prohibiting the sale of liquor or alcohol 
in drug. stores, it passed at the same 
time a law designed to compensate the 


drug stores for the loss of that trade 
by prohibiting the sale of drugs and 
chemicals by department stores, grocery 
stores or any establishment without a 
licensed pharmacist. 

This law has just been upheld in the 
courts, and it means that from now on 
drug stores will have a monopoly on 
the sale of fly paper, peroxide, insect 
powders, tooth powders and pastes and 
toilet articles of every description, ex- 
cept soap.

COMMISSION T0 BE 
ON CARRIERS 


Interstate Commerce Body Or- 
ders 13 Companies to File 
Schedules of Rates. 


MUST COMPLY WITH LAW 


Changing Ownership in Each 
State Does Not Change the 
Character of Traffic. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 13,—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today held 
that pipe line companies - transporting 
oll between the states are common car- 
riers, with the obligations of such, and 
ordered 13 of the largest oil pipe lines 
to file schedules of rates by Sept. 1, and 
to comply with the provisions of the 
interstate commerce act. 


It is the conclusion of the commission 
that Congress, in designating oil pipe 
lines as “common carriers,’’ meant 
precisely what was said in the statute. 
The commission holds: 

That the obligations of a common car- 
rier are impressed on a pipe line en- 


gaged In the transportation of oil in 


interstate commerce, even though such 
pipe line was built over its privately ac- 
quired right of way and transports only 
its own oil, 

State Law Not Effective. 

That such traffic is not divested of 
its interstate character by placing the 
ownership of the pipe line in different 
corporations in each state through 
which transportation passes or by trans- 
ferring title to the oil to each of such 
corporations as the oil enters the pipes 
of that corporation. 

That no state statute declaring pipe 
lines to be common carriers can be ef- 
fective, because if the Federal act is in- 
effective a similar statute of an individ- 
ual state is of no avail. 

That a pipe line is not a common car- 
rier mierely because it utilizes the right- 
of-way of a common carrier railroad.

TOWN DOESN’T LIKE 
TO LOSE ITS COUNTY 
SEAT MEAL TICKET 


Residents Ready to Move to 
Railroad, but Are Trying to 
Take Court House Along. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SANTA FE, Kan., June 13.—Every- 
thing is moving here, or at least it will 
be as soon as the residents of the 
town can decide where they would like 
to move. The people know they are 
on their way, but are not.guite sure 
where they will land. itt, 

For 30 years Santa Fe waited patient- 
ly for a railroad to come along and in- 
ject the elixir of commercial life into 
this dormant town. But when the rail- 
road came in the form of a cut-off 
built by the Santa Fe system the sur- 
veyors shied from this place and located 
the line a dozen miles away. 

The railroad company offers to give 
every Santa Fe owner of a lot one of 
equal size in either of three new towns, 
Santanta, New Sublette or Copeland, 
but the residents don’t like to move 
without taking the county seat with 
them and this may not be legally pos- 
sible. For many years the county seat 
has been a.meal ticket for Santa Fe 
and the old timers don’t like the idea 
of giving it up. 

No gardens have been made this year 
because property owners did not know 
how long they were to remain here. 
In the town are 6 frame buildings 
worth moving and the railroad has of- 
fered to help move them when the 
residents decide where they would like 
to go.

Spokane Man, Dead at 87, Was

SPOKANE, Wash., June 13.—Moses 
Brinkerhoff, 87-years of age, who died 
at his home in.

Morris Eisenstadt, presi- 
dent of the manufacturing company, 
testified that the Philadelphia company 
had refused to sell him any of its prod- 
ucts unless he agreed not to sell thoge 


| ot any: of the Keystone’s competitors. 


The hearing was held by Edward 
‘Backer, special examiner. 

Eisenstadt said that Jan. 15, 1910, he 
received a letter from the Keystone 
company, which informed him of that 
company’s decision not to sell Key- 
stone gold-filled watch cases to any 
persen who sold the 
other concerns. He said also that the 
Philadelphia concern went so far as 
to fix the prices the wholesaler 
should charge the retailer, as well as 
the prices the manufacturer should 
charge the wholesaler. 

The first letter was followed by an- 
other of the same tenor, which, Eisen- 
stadt testified, he received July 28, 1910. 

Threatened Cancellation. 

After that Eisenstadt said he had a 
conversation with a Mr. Levy and a 
Mr. Hyatt of the Keystone company, 
the latter being manager of the Chicago 
branch office. At that time he said 
Levy informed him that uniess the 
ERisenstadt company came to’terms and 
agreed to what the watch case company 
demanded, their contracts would be de- 
clared closed, 

“I told him I already had orders in 
for other cages,"’ the witness explained. 
“Levy told me to cancel them, but 
when I insisted I couldn’t do this, he 
consented for me to fill them, but in- 
sisted that hereafter I must handle only 
the cases his firm put out.” 

Eisenstadt said he had also a con- 
versation with Charles Fogg of the 
Keystone company, who told him sub- 
tantially what Levy had said. Fogg 
added, however, that the Keystone com- 
pany had the machinery to make all 
the watch cases that could be demand- 
ed, according to Eisenstadt. 

“I told him his proposition was putting 
my firm in a bad way,” the witness con- 
tinued, “‘because we were bound to suf- 
fer some loss whether we accepted his 
proposition or rejected it.”

Mrs. Orlando E. Robinson Jr. 
Says Complaint Is Caused by 
Desire for Revenge. 


LOSS IN MATCH. COMPANY’ 
Promoter Is Accused of Fraud 
Against 46 Members of a 
Church in Chicago. 





Mrs. Orlando E. Robinson Jr. of Web- 
ster Groves, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, Thursday, that the arrest of her 


husband on complaint that he hada 
swindled 46 Chicago church members 
out of $21,000 was the result of losses sus- 
tained by the Chicago people on their in- 
vestments in the National Match Co., 
which Robinson organized in St. Louis. 

Robinson was arrested at his home on 
Summit avenue, Webster Groves, Satur- 
day night, and taken to Chicago to an- 
swer the charge. He gave bond for 
$2000. The charge against Robinson was 
made by H. E. Nottingham of the La 
Salle Hotel, Chicago, who alleges that 
he lost $1200. 

“My husband organized a match com- 
pany, with headquarters in the La Salle 
Building, and some Chicago people in- 
vested their money in it,’’ Mrs. Robin- 
son said. “As the result of some bad 
management. the money was lost. Not- 
tingham, who filed the charges against 
my husband, was not a member of the 
Forty-first Street Presbyterian Church, 
but an employe of the La Salle Hotel. 
He is a bad loser and is out for re- 
venge. 

Father Was Match Man. 

“My husband’s father, Orlando E. 
Robinson Sr., was for many years man- 
ager of the Diamond Match Co. and he 
had a brother who made a fortune as 
part owner and treasurer of the com- 
pany. 

“The arrest of my husband is a mis- 
take. I am sure he will prove his in- 
nocence of any wrongdoing.” 

Attorney Bennison F. Bartel, who rep- 
resented Nottingham, made a statement 
in Chicago that Robinson joined the 
Forty-first Street Presbyterian Church 
in January and induced 46 members, 
including the late pastor, the Rev. Dr. 
Benson, to invest their money in his 
scheme. 

Won't Make Statement. 

It was charged that he disappeared 
from Chicago, without making known 
his destination to his investors. It was 
recently they found he was living in 
Webster Groves, and they took steps to 
have him taken to Chicago for trial, it 
was said. 

Robinson. refused to make any st:ite- 
ment about his arrest. He went from 
St. Louis without extradition.

Was Only One He Would 
Not Go-to Court. 





HAS BEATEN UP SEVERAL 





Woman Who Dropped Divorce 
Case in 1910 Said to Have 
Phoned Men at Saloons. 





Louis J. Fornoff of 5770 McPherson 
avenue, cashier in a real’ estate office, 
Thursday said that since his wife dis- 
missed a divorce suit against him two 
years ago and they had lived together 
again, she had formed undesirable ac- 
quaintances whom she accompanied to 
gardens where liquor is sold, and that 
he determined after she left his home 
last Saturday to bring suit for divorce. 

The suit was filed Wednesday. For- 
noff charges that his wife telephoned 
to men at saloons and that she agreed 
over the telephone to meet men. 

The Fornoffs were married Feb. 21, 
1900, in Clayton. In July, 1910, Mrs. 
Fornoff filed suit for divorce, alleging 
that her husband had caused her -to be 
taken to several hospitals and asylums 
for the insane: She told of doctors at 
the city hospital gravely tickling . her 
feet to test her sanity. Her suit was 
dismissed three months after it was 
filed and she returned to her husband. 

Says Wife Left Him Saturday. 

“My wife has not been home since 
Saturday about noon,’ Fornoff told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “She went away 
without telling where she was going 
and left the children alone. When I 
reached home in the evening she was 
gone. That is all I know about It. 

“T sent for one of her aunts to come 
and care for the children. This aunt 
had lived with us and liked the children. 
She is now with them. My wife was at 
the house yesterday to see her aunt, 
but refused to tell her where she was 
living. 

“I have known for some time that 
my wife was meeting men. There is no 
particular man in the case. She got 
acquainted with a crowd of rounders 
who frequent West End cafes and gar- 
dens. I found her memorandum of tel- 
ephone numbers, and found that a good 
many of the numbers were those of sa- 
loons. 

“Three weeks ago my wife went out 
on Saturday, was gone all of Satur- 
day night and most of Sunday. She 
never would tell me where she had 
been. 

“Before our former separation I 
thought she was losing her mind. Now 
I don’t know what to say about it. I 
only know I cannot put up with her 
conduct. 

Has Beaten Up Her Friends. 

‘“‘After she filed the suit two years 
ago she begged me to take her back, 
and I did so, and for a while we seemed 
to get along happily, but she soon be- 
gan going out in the evenings. 

‘“T have seen her with men several 
times, and on two or three occasions 
I have beaten up men I found with 
her, but that did not seem to stop her. 
If there was only one man in the case 
I think I could handle it without going 
to the courts, but there are too many.”’

WALL STREET FOR ROOSEVELT. 

Under the headline “Wall Street Swinging 
Toward Roosevelt” the Wall Street Journal pub- 
lished an article last Monday in which it said: 
“Within the past 10 days, following a series of 
conferences at Oyster Bay between midnight and 
dawn, the whole complexion of the presidential 
campaign has changed.” 

‘The change referred to is explained by an in- 
terview with an officer of one of the largest 
banks in the country controlled by the wealthiest 
family. The banker says that Mr. Roosevelt will 
favor an increase of railroad rates to enable the 
railroads to issue bonds for new equipment, and 
will thus usher in an era of unprecedented pro» 
perity. He says that, although the bankers and 
business men. personally dislike Col. Roosevelt, 
he as the champion of the people is the only 
man who can reconcile the people to measures 
needed by Big Business. To quote his words: 

“That is why we shall henceforth support 
Roosevelt, His election will mean four years 
of tremendous enterprise, because he has the 
confidence of the people and he alone can 
make them see the fairness and necessity of 
encouraging investment in the country’s 
transportation system, that nineteen billion 
dollar enterprise, whose reasonable prosperity 
means so mugh as a foundation for “good 
times.” 

It is interesting to note that Otto H. Kahn, 
the late Edward Harriman’s chief lieutenant, is 
the man who has been the strongest factor in 
bringing about the alliance between the Colonel 
and the railroads. Business prevails over senti- 
ment. 

But this rally of Wall street to the Colonel is 
not news to Post-Dispatch readers. We have 
exposed the Roosevelt conspiracy to entrap the 
people into the net of the interests. On June 4 
the Post-Dispatch editorially pointed out that 
the origin and growth of the Roosevelt candi- 
dacy was due to the desperate effort of the in- 
terests to save the Republican party from cer- 
tain defeat under President Taft, and thus pro- 
tect their privileges and spoils. 

We pointed out that Col. Roosevelt, caring 
nothing for tariff reform, would divert attention 
from this issue and would relieve the trusts of 
prosecution, injury and annoyance with his Fed- 
eral incorporation and regulation scheme. Now 
we are told that he is also the savior of the rail- 
roads. Summing up the conspiracy the Post- 
Dispatch said: 

Col. Roosevelt offers a rare combination for 
the salvation of the Republican party and its 
allied interests. He is} the acknowledged 
leader of the progressives. He is the cham- 
pion of the people in the fight for control of 
the Government. He is the savior of the 
trusts. He will divert public attention from 
the tariff, and thus rescue the threatened 
stronghold of privilege.

The climax of the conspiracy approaches in 

Chicago. As the Colonel in the primary cam- 
paign was the champion of the people being 
pummeled and tricked by the bosses, now he is 
the champion of the people being crushed by the 
merciless steam roller of bloody bossism. 

When the convention meets what spectacle is

: TAFT WILL VETO 


BILLS EVEN IF tit 
TIES UP BUSINESS 


President Angry at Abolishing of 
Court and Provision Against 
Wood. 


SAYS BILLS ARE INVALID 


Blames Ainsworth’s Activity for 
Change in Army Appropria- 
tion Measure. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 


WASHINGTON, June 13.—A quarrel 
between President Taft and Congress, 
the like of which has not been seen 
since 1830, when President Andrew Jack- 
son put in force the “pocket veto,” is 
imminent. 


The cause of the pending row are two 
important money measures, the army, 
and the legislative and executive and 
judicial appropriation bills. He threat- 
ens to veto both. ° 
In the first place, President Taft 
charges Major-General Fred 5S. Ains- 
worth, who retired to escape courtmar- 
tial, and his friends in Congress delib- 
erately upset the organization of the 
army by injecting legislation for the 
sole purpose of “getting even’’ with 
Secretary of War Stimson and Major- 
General Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff. 
In the second, the President finds cause 
for being aggrieved at a clause abolish- 
ing his pet, the Commerce Court. 
Ready to Vete Both Bills. 

The President let it become known 
today that if these two bills come to 
him in their present form—that is, con- 
taining the new legislation—he will veto 
them even if it ties up the wheels of 
government. 

The legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bill carries authorization 
for the payment of about 17,000. salaries, 
among which are those of the President, 
the members of both houses of Con- 
gress and the members of the judiciary. 
In addition, the vetoing of the bill would 
hold up the pay of all the civil service 
employes in Washington and the em- 
ployes in the Capitol and other branches 
of the Government independent of the 
President. The total appropriation of 
the legislative and judiciary bill is $35,- 
000,000 as passed by the House and $36,- 
000,000 as reported out by the Senate. 
Injected into the wording of this bill 
is the provision for the abolition of the 
United States Commerce Court. 

The holding up of the army appro- 
priation bill would tie up the pay of all 
officers and men of the United States 
Army, numbering about 80,000. It also 
would stop all construction work and 
purchasing of supplies and equipments. 
Troops, in case of war, would be un- 
able to move unless the railroads and 
commission merchants would transport 
end furnish rations on credit. 

The most disastrous thing perhaps in 
the event of a veto of the army Dill 
would be the hampering of all military 
works, including the Panama Canal. 

Under the legislation Col. Goethals 
would have to be relieved at once as 
chief constructor of the canal, or the 
Secretary of War would be Hable for all 
pay drawn by that officer from the 
date of the effectiveness of the law to 
date of relief from duty. 

The law prevents Maj.-Gen. Wood 
from ever serving again as Chief of 
Staff of the army. It also is a bar to 
Brigadier-General Funston, Brigadier- 
General Crozier and one or two other 
high officers from serving in that post. 

Holds It Is Unconstitutional, 

President Taft has let it be known 
that he will not stand for it. He is of 
the opinion the action of Congress is 
unconstitutional. This view is taken by 
several of the best lawyers in the ad- 
ministration. 

The possibility of passing the army or 
legislative bills over the President’s 
yeto is regarded as extremely unlikely. 
Figuring on the votes against Major- 
General -Wood and in opposition to the 
Court of Commerce it seemed improbable 
that a two-thirds vote can be obtained 
in reversing the contemplated action of 
the President. 

To meet all possible exigencies of the 
situation a joint resolution was offered 
by Senator Gallinger extending all the 
appropriations for this fiscal year until 
such time as Congress may enact the 
regular appropriation bills. The Senate 
and House must both pass this resolu- 
tion between this time and adjourn- 
ment Saturday. Failure to do so would 
cause great embarrassment. Officials 
and employes would be compelled to per- 
form their regular duties and wait for 
compensation until a deficiency appro- 
priation could be passed.
